REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT

During the 2011-2012 school year, Laurens County School
District 56 achieved excellence, embraced innovation, and
forged new traditions. Our mission is to provide the highest
quality of education and be an advocate for all students by
preparing them for future learning.

Throughout my first year as Laurens District 56’s

During the 2012 — 2013 school year, MS Bailey
Child Development Center will become a TAP school
thereby making Laurens District 56 a TAP district. TAP is a
comprehensive school reform system designed to increase
teacher effectiveness and student achievement.

New traditions are being established in Laurens District 56.
Our new high school has allowed our teachers and
students to take advantage of state of the art technology in
every classroom along with access to an auditorium.
Clinton High School has expanded career exploration
opportunities by implementing mechatronics and welding
CATE programs, as well as, the addition of a greenhouse
for the agriculture program.

The goal for all students in Laurens District 56 is to
graduate from high school. With continued support from all
stakeholders - whether they are students, teachers,
administrators, staff, parents, businesses, or residents - we
will ensure the best education possible for our children,
thereby ensuring a future for our community.
